Napier Tells How 


Big Prize Fight 
May Be Barred 


If local Elks desire to prevent the 
staging of the advertised boxing 
match between Harry Greb and Jeff 
Smith at Lakewood, during the meet- 
ing of the National Elks’ convention 
in Atlanta, they have three legal 
means by which they can _ achieve 
their object, according to an opinion 
banded down Thursday by Attorney 
General George M. Napier. 

Mr. Napier was askeu for thi: 
opinion by Governor dhomas W. 
Hardwick following an aypeal made 
to the governor by the Elks’ conven- 
tion board. ig which it was stated 
that J. Kdgar Masters, grand exalt- 
ed ruler of the order, had sent an 
ultimatum to the effect that if the 
fight was staged as advertised the 
convertion would be taken to some 
other city. 

Promoters of the match Thursday 
night issued a statement to the effet 
that the proposed bout had been sub- 
mitted to the convention committee of 
the Atlanta Elks and had been endors- 
ed, and that this action had been 
given the approval of the grand e<alt- 
ed ruler, 


Three Methods. 

The three methods by which the 
bout may be stopped, according to 
Attorney General Napier’s opinion, 
are as follows: | 

“FKirst—Upon the behest of a con- 
siderable number of the citizens of 
Fulton county, including the Elks 
who may feel agrieved that their na- 
tional convention is to be taken ad- 
vantage of as an opportune time and 
place for the staging of a prize fight, 
the solicitor general of the Atlanta 
circuit could proceed in a court of 
equity to seek an injunction to pre- 
vent the holding of a prize fight. 

“Second—Tbat treated as a general 
‘amusement’ only, the county author- 
ities of Fulton county would have 
the right and power, with the backing 
of the courts, to prevent the prize 
fight. 

“Third—The legislature, to con- 
vene about two weeks before the time 
selected for the holding of this prize 
fight, would, of course, have state- 
wide power to enact a law which 
would make such a fight unlawful in 
the state of Georgia.” 

Governor’s Right. 

The opinion further states that the 
governor would have the right and 
power to call out the military forces 
should any process of the courts, 18- 
sued in connection with efforts to 
restrain the holding of the prize fight. 
be so resisted and set at defiance as 

require such interposition. 
in ie letter from the Elks’ con- 
vention board, which is signed by 
John S. McClelland, general chair- 
man, and Walter P. Andrews, vice 
chairman, it is stated that the pro 
posed bout was first set ror July 10, 
to be held within the city of Atlanta. 
Upon receipt of an ultimatum from 
the grand exalted ruler, however, the 
letter sets forth, the Elks procured 
the passage of an ordinance in city 
council prohibiting this bout within 
the city limits during the week of 
the convention. The letter states the 
order thought the matter was thus 
settled. until the papers of the city 
last Friday carried the announcement 
of the fight promoters that the bout 
would be staged at Lakewood on 
July 11. 

This announcement was 
by receipt of a_ second 
from the grand exalted 
manding that the local

rout, without technicalities, the stipu- 


lation that the fight be stopped. 

It is as a result of this second de- 
mand, that the Elks asked the govern- 
or to secure the opinion from At- 
torney-General Napier. 

What action will now be taken by 
the Elks’ convention board had not 
been announced early ‘Thursday 
night. 

No Express Statute. 

In his opinion, Mr. Napier declares 

that there is no express statute 


‘against prize fighting in Georgia. On 
ithe contrary the Georgia law author- 


izes the collection of taxes for the 
privilege of holding boxing and spar- 
ring matches, ie. 
Conceding that the fight might be 
attacked as a “public nuisance,” he 
quotes the provision of the code which 
provides: “Private citizens cannot 
generally interfere to have a public 
nuisance enjoined, but petition must 
proceed for the publie on information 


'tiled by the solicitor general of the 
circuit.” 


The opinion then cites a case from 


‘the Kentucky Court of Appeals, which 


cranted an injunction. to prevent an 
advertised ‘fight between Terry Mce- 
Govern and Young Corbett. 

In this opinion, while admitting 
fhat such a fight would undoubtably 
attract many of the better and law 
abiding class of citizens, it is stated 
that for every reputable citizen pres- 
ent there would be a dozen “gam- 
blers, confidence men, bunco steer- 
ers or pickpockets . . . men of idle, 
vicious and criminal habits and prac- 
tises . . . and many of them would 
remain in the community after the 
combat to ply their nefarious dall- 
. we@.’? 

Finally, Mr. Napier sets forth thet. 
should the court doubt whether the 
bout to be staged could be properly 
classed as a “prize fight,’ that the 
place where the ring is to be erected 
could be classified as a mere place 
of amusement, and as such the act 
of 190S could be invoked by the au- 
thorities of Fulton county. This stat- 
ute is as follows: 

“Dance halls or places of amuse- 
ment: If any person shall carry on, 
maintain or operate any public dance 
hall. or place of public amnsement for 
profit beyond the limits of any incor- 
porated town in any county of this 
state having a city of the population 
of 80,000 or more, without first ob- 
taining the written consent of one-half 
of the free-holders living within a ra- 
dius of two miles of the place at which 
said public dance hall or place of pb- 
lic amusement is to be maintained and 
operated, he shall be guilty of a mis- 
This section shall not ap- 
ply to edueational or religious enter- 
tainments.”

RAL IMPROVEMENTS 
WILL COST MILLIONS 


Chicago, June 21.—The Pennsyl- 
vania railroad system has begun a 
series of improvements to cost more 
than 8&125,000,000, according to an 
announcement made by the road here 
recently. Work has already begun 
on improvements costing more than 
two million dollars in the northwest- 
ern region, which includes most of 
Illinois, Indiana, Michigan and Ohio. 


The largest single improvement will 
be at  Fifty-fifth street, Chicago, 
where the tracks will be elevated at 
a cost of $616.221. Another expendi- 
ture, of $121,379, will be made just 
four blocks south, at Fifty-ninth 
street, where the Pennsylvania shops 
are located. Facilities “for making 
heavy repairs to freight cars will be 
installed in these shops so that disa- 
bled cars can be put on the tracks 
promptly, in accordance with the pres- 
ent campaign to keep all equipment 
in constant service. 

Pennsylvania railroad coal docks at 
Sandusky, Ohio, will have their slip 
deepened to permit the entranec of 
passage to other crafts. 

A second frack will be extended from 
Webbs to Walbridge, Ohio. with a 
125-car capacity siding at Webbs, at 
a cost of $400,000. This improvement 
will expedite the handling of freight 
from Toledo and relieve the Toledo 
yard from considerable congestion. 

At Ft. Wayne, Ind., a 114-foot tirn- 
table will be installed to replace a 
75-foot turntable, which has become 
inadequate for the large. modern en-
